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REPORT  OF 

THE  ALBERTA  LIQUOR  CONTROL  BOARD 


The  twenty-ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  Alberta  Liquor  Control 
Board  covers  its  operations  during  the  period  from  the  1st  April 

1952,  to  the  31st  March,  1953. 

Detailed  Financial  Statements  and  Appendices  are  incorpor¬ 
ated  with  the  Report,  and  these  show  the  results  of  the  trading 
activities  of  the  Board. 

Net  income  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  on  the  31st  March, 

1953,  amounted  to  $14,739,357.71. 

The  sale  of  Permits  during  the  fiscal  year  realized  $220,- 
502.75,  which  sum  was  remitted  direct  to  the  Treasury  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  is  shown  on  the  Balance  Sheet,  in  addition  to  the  net 
income  earned  by  the  Board. 

A  Statement  showing  the  number  and  class  of  each  Permit 
issued  during  the  calendar  year  will  be  found  in  Appendix  "B" 

LICENSES 

For  the  calendar  year  ended  on  the  31st  December,  1952, 
licenses  were  issued  to  one  Distillery  and  five  Breweries,  which 
are  operating  within  the  Province.  The  operations  of  these  licensees 
were  conducted  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  and  the  established  high 
quality  of  their  products  was  maintained. 

Beer  licenses  were  issued  with  respect  to  406  Hotels.  35  of 
these  Hotels  changed  hands  during  the  license  year,  and  new 
licenses  were  issued  to  the  purchasers.  Two  Hotels  were  destroyed 
by  fire,  one  of  these  being  the  world-famous  Jasper  Park  Lodge. 
Although  we  can  report  that  no  guest  suffered  loss  in  either 
conflagration,  we  deeply  regret  having  to  report  that  an  employee 
of  the  Lodge  died  as  the  result  of  burns  received  during  the  execu¬ 
tion  of  his  duties.  The  Lodge  has  been  completely  rebuilt  and 
will  be  in  operation  to  receive  guests  at  the  commencement  of 
the  1953  tourist  season. 

Two  licenses  were  surrendered  during  the  year.  The  Hotel 
at  Cadomin  was  closed  owing  to  the  discontinuance  of  mining 
operations  in  the  area,  and  the  Hotel  at  Coalspur  was  obliged  to 
cease  the  operation  of  a  licensed  beer  room  owing  to  the  inability 
of  the  owners  to  make  essential  improvements. 

Again  it  has  been  necessary  to  impose  penalties  for  infrac¬ 
tions  of  the  Liquor  Act.  Five  licenses  were  suspended  owing  to 
the  sale  of  beer  to  minors  on  the  licensed  premises.  There  was 
little  excuse  in  any  of  these  instances,  and  had  reasonable  vigilance 
been  exercised,  the  minors,  who  in  all  cases  were  prosecuted  and 
convicted,  would  have  been  detected  and  dealt  with  before  being 
served  with  beer. 

One  licensee  was  penalized  for  carelessness  with  respect  to 
the  closing  of  his  beer  room  at  the  statutory  time  set  by  the  Act. 
Two  were  convicted  for  sale  of  beer  during  prohibited  hours,  and 
their  licenses  were  suspended.  One  license  was  suspended  when 
the  licensee  or  his  employee  permitted  the  consumption  of  beer 
on  the  licensed  premises  after  the  closing  hour.  One  licensee 
was  penalized  after  conviction  for  supplying  beer  to  Treaty  Indians, 
one  owing  to  the  unsatisfactory  manner  in  which  the  Hotel  prem¬ 
ises  were  being  maintained,  and  the  off-premises  sale  privilege 
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was  withdrawn  from  yet  another  licensee,  for  permitting  sales  in 
quantities  in  excess  of  those  authorized. 

The  license  issued  with  respect  to  the  Hotel  at  Black  Diamond 
was  cancelled  outright  when  it  was  found  that  the  owner,  to  whom 
a  license  had  been  issued,  had  left  the  premises  and  leased  them 
to  his  Manager,  without  having  notified  the  Board  or  received 
approval  of  his  action,  the  Manager  continuing  to  operate  the 
premises  under  the  license  issued  in  the  name  of  the  owner. 

A  great  deal  of  educational  work  has  been  carried  out  by 
the  Officers  and  Officials  of  the  Alberta  Hotel  Association,  and 
this  has  resulted  in  an  improved  standard  of  operation  throughout 
the  Hotel  industry.  The  Directors  and  permanent  Officials  of  the 
Association  have  at  all  times  co-operated  to  the  fullest  possible 
extent  with  the  Board,  and  we  take  pleasure  in  expressing  to  them 
our  very  sincere  thanks. 

The  first  year  of  operation  of  'The  Alberta  Hotel  Association 
Scholarship  Plan"  has  fully  justified  the  confidence  of  those  re¬ 
sponsible  for  its  innovation.  A  very  high  standard  was  achieved 
by  the  selected  students. 

Seventy-four  Club  licenses  and  seventeen  Club  liquor  licenses 
were  issued.  All  licensed  Club  premises  were  conducted  in  a 
satisfactory  manner,  and  it  was  not  necessary  for  the  Board  to 
take  disciplinary  action  in  connection  therewith. 

Canteens  and  Messes,  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Armed 
Forces  of  the  Crown,  at  thirty-two  locations,  received  Canteen  beer 
and  liquor  licenses.  In  all  instances  the  premises  were  conducted 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Liquor  Act  and  the  Regu¬ 
lations. 

A  Statement  showing  licenses  issued  and  penalties  imposed 
will  be  found  in  Appendix  "A". 

FLAVOURING  EXTRACTS  AND  ESSENCES 

Retailers  who  sell  alcoholic  flavouring  extracts  and  essences 
are  required  to  obtain  a  license  from  the  Board,  and  during  the 
year,  1408  such  licenses  were  issued.  The  Board  did  not  find  it 
necessary  to  take  disciplinary  action  with  respect  to  any  of  these 
licensees. 


LAW  ENFORCEMENT 

The  provisions  of  "The  Government  Liquor  Control  Act  of 
Alberta"  have  been  enforced  by  the  Officers  of  the  Royal  Canadian 
Mounted  Police,  and  those  of  the  Police  Forces  of  the  Cities  and 
Municipalities  throughout  the  Province.  The  Board  acknowledges, 
with  deep  appreciation,  the  efficient  services  rendered  in  this 
connection. 

GENERAL  REMARKS 

The  Board  and  the  Brewers  of  Alberta  paid  to  the  Dominion 
Government,  during  the  fiscal  year,  a  sum  in  excess  of  $1  5,925,000 
by  way  of  Customs  and  Excise  Duty,  Sales  Tax  and  Taxes  on  Malt. 
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Permits  to  the  number  of  143  were  cancelled  for  cause  during 
the  calendar  year,  and  in  addition,  284  Permits  held  by  persons 
who  were  interdicted  automatically  became  void  by  reason  of  the 
Interdiction  Orders. 


Cash  and  trade  discounts  to  the  amount  of  $20,001.38  were 
collected  by  the  Board,  and  this  amount  appears  in  the  Financial 
Statements,  which  form  part  of  this  Report. 

Mail  Order  customers  received  9,324  packages  by  express, 
at  a  cost  to  the  Board  of  $5,180.75  for  transportation  charges. 


In  addition  to  these  shipments,  customers  who  reside  at  points 
where  Express  Companies  do  not  maintain  Agencies  may  obtain 
liquor  by  mail,  and  1,472  such  parcels  were  dispatched  by  the 
Board,  at  a  cost  of  $1,102.52  for  postage. 


Individual  Permit  holders  made  5,115,323  separate  pur¬ 
chases,  at  an  average  cost  for  each  transaction  of  $6.40. 

Licensee  customers  made  44,667  separate  purchases  of  beer 
at  Government  Beer  Warehouses. 

Vendors  at  Government  Liquor  Stores  filled  103  Prescriptions 
issued  by  Medical  Practitioners  during  the  year. 

As  at  the  31st  March,  1953,  the  names  of  1,702  persons 
appeared  on  the  list  of  Interdictions.  During  the  fiscal  year  676 
names  were  added  to  the  list,  whilst  658  were  removed. 


Government  Liquor  Stores  and  Warehouses  sold  approximately 
14,001,300  gallons  of  beer  during  the  fiscal  year.  Of  this  quan¬ 
tity  13,909,000  gallons  were  manufactured  in  the  Province  of 
Alberta,  85,500  gallons  were  purchased  in  Eastern  Canada,  and 
the  balance  imported  from  Great  Britain.

Physical  inventories  of  liquor,  beer  and  containers  were  taken  at  March  31, 
1953,  by  officials  of  the  Board.  Quantities  were  certified  by  respective  warehouse 
and  store  managers.  Cost  of  transferring  stocks  from  warehouses  to  stores  was 
not  included  in  the  inventory  valuation.  Inventories  included  goods  on  consign¬ 
ment  amounting  to  $329,211.61,  the  corresponding  liability  being  included  with 
accounts  payable  on  the  Balance  Sheet.
